papers show an amusing contrast to 
modem papers, not only in 
their 


ideas of news, but also in the way 
they presented it.to .the public. Most 
of them seem to hnve been "publish- 
ed by "authority," with'the idea of 
preventing false reports evidently, 
following the example of the English 
Mercury,' put out in 1588. 


Intelligence and news of the "court 


appear to be the .chief source of news 
for the British newspapers, partic 
ularly during the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries. 
The London 


Gazette?- appearing., m 1680, carried 
a department similar to that found 
in so many newspapers of today, 
-*"x. 
ed.

Entertain- 
ment more titan, news was the fea- 
ture of this paper. 


The Northampton Mercury, 1731; 


shows a few traces of' modern jour- 
nalistic ideas in that it carries three 
columns, post news from 
Spain, 


France, Scotland, and London, court 
news, and various small departments. 
Head lines are not to be seen yet 
at this date. 


.The Times in 1806 carried a first 


page account of the funeral of Lord 
Nelson and in 1815 a short account 
of the battle of Waterloo. These is- 
sues are quite modern in size and 


make-up, but the news is not hsrd- 
led very well. The famous bahls o: 
Waterloo is sandwiched down ia a 
comer among little want ads, adver- 
tisements, and notices. 


Early American newspapert are 


similar to early British ones. The 
Boston News Letter, firs: pub'.isha: 
in 1704, claims that it is :he in; 
newspaper published':n 
America., 


while Publick Occurrences, 1690, asi 
serts that it is the oldest aswspapi: 
in America. Only one copy of tie 
latter is extant. 


The Pennsylvania Gazette, 17i5: 
carried all the assembly news. BOJ- 
ton and the rest of N'evr Engiacc 
originated most of the early new.<- 
papers, but in 1757, the South CET- 
olina Gazette appeared. The adver- 
tisements and notices are 
^erv 


quaintly worded, and it is b:crc;:- 
ing to note the slave atctiras aai 
other southern happenings. 


These newspapers as well as other 


early French, British and America 
attempts at newspaper pubiishi.tg 
are on exhibition at the State His- 
torical museum.
